SUPER-POWER 

The much discus.sed question of 
"super-power" for radio stations will 
come up at a hearing before the 
Federal Communications Commission 
on May IGtli. Clear channel stations, 
with tire exception of WLW, operat¬ 
ing on an experimental basis, are 
limited to fifty kilowatts. The new 
proposal would make this the mini¬ 
mum instead of the maximum auth¬ 
orized power. WLW, at Cincinnati 
uses 500,000 kilowatts and fifteen 
other stations have asked for the 
right to use the same amount of 
power.

Prepare now for a full egg basket 
next fall by getting good chicks ear¬ 
ly, feeding them properly and keep¬ 
ing doxvn disease, suggests the Uni- 
xersity of Kentucky College of Ag¬ 
riculture. 

Much depends upon the quality of 
chicks secured. This may have no re¬ 
lation to the price paid for them. 
Cheap chicks are often said to be 
exDensive chicks. 

Good chicks are from flocks that 
hax-e been tested for pullorum di¬ 
sease, flocks that have been bred for 
egg production and egg size, and 
flocks that have loxv adult mortality 

Failures in brooding can be traced 
to one of the folloxving: 

Over-croxvding. This often results 
in stunted groxvth, cannibalism and 
spread of disease. 

Insufficient feeder space. Alloxv 
one inch per chick and then increase 
this amount as the chicks groxv older. 

Tracking disease into the brooder 
house by going directly from the 
range and houses used by the older 
birds to the brooder house. 

-Allowing chicks to get on ground I 
contaminated xvith disease germs! 
and parasite eggs. A sun porch or | 
clean range helps solxe this problem. ‘

NEW FARM PROGKA.M 

Discussing the nexv farm act. Sec¬ 
retary of Agriculture Wallace says 
it supplies the basis for the folloxving 
six-point program designed to pro¬ 
vide farmers with adequate facili¬ 
ties and with the stability of income 
needed to enable them to go on pro¬ 
ducing abundantly and to maintain 
ample reserxes of farm commodities 
for use of the nation. 

One—Continuance of the AAA 
soil conservation program and estab¬ 
lishment of its objectives as a part 
of permanent farm policy represents 
a national investment in soil fertility 
and insurance for the nation of fu¬ 
ture abundance of food and fiber. 

Two—National acreage allotments 
are established at levels designed to 
give production ample for domestic 
consumption, exports, and reserve 
supplies, and payments are made to 
encourage farmers to produce up to 
these national allotments. 

Three—Loan provisions in the 
laxv encourage systematic storage of 
surpluses of big crop years for use 
to enable farmers to hold surpluses 
until needed. 

Four—Marketing quotas backed 
by penalties on sales in excess of the 
quotas can be used, subject to ap¬ 
proval of a txvo thirds vote of the 
producers voting, to secure general 
participation of farmers in a pro¬ 
gram designed to hold surplus sup¬ 
plies off the market until they are 
needed. 

Five—Release of corn supplies 
from storage under marketing quo¬ 
tas is provided to meet any shortage 
that develops on the farm, in the 
county, or in the case of national 
need. 

Six—Crop insurance for wheat, 
starting with the 1939 crop, wilt give 
the wheat producers and the bread ^ 
supplies of the nation better pro-1 
tection against drought.
